When he had corcluded the reading, Gov. 
MeMillin said he didn’t wish the report to 
be misunderstood. He hoped no one would 
think this movement was a declaration of 
War on capital, but an attempt to find 
means of regulating the organization of 
capital. He spoke of the tremendous re- 
sources of the United States and said they 
had been developed by the exertions of the 
individual and the corporation. But now 
the point has been reached where the cor- 
porations propose to combine, in order to 
reap the benefit for the few of the results 
of the sweat and toil of the millions. 

Corporations can do good, he thought, but 
the time must never come when a few cor- 
porations may control the trade and the 
right to work of the whole country. He 
drew a picture of the logical conclusion o! 
the trust system, when one universal trust, 
controlled by a few persons, will dictate 
the price of labor, the price of the raw prod- 
uct and the price of the manufactured ar- 

cle, 

4 discussed the difficulty which the 
States meet in trying to regulate what are 
known as “tramp corporations.” He took 
up the points in the report sertatim and 
explained and defended cach remedy sug- 
gested. 

Gov. McMillan declared that all the gold 
and silver in the world would not. be 
enough to pay the obligations of the trusts 
now existing. He predicted that financial 
disaster must come sooner or later as a 
result of the over-capitalization of the 
trusta. 

He declared that the claim that the trust 
lowered prices was false. Turning to an- 
Other phase of the question he referred to 
the enormous political power wielded by 
combinations of capital. All trusts were 
dependent upon the government, either 
municipal, State or Federal, for life. This 
being the case, the government may regu- 
late or destroy them. He pointed to the 
destruction of the Quinine Trust by the re- 
moval of the tariff from quinine as an ex- 
ample of what Congress may do toward 
destroying some of the trusts. He de- 
clared the greatest prop of the trusts was 
the prohibitory tariff. He declared the 
trust problem was not a political question; 
it affected Democrats, tepublicans and 
Populists alike. 

Gov. McMillin was interrupted by At- 
torney-General Smith, who offered a sup- 
plement to che report, as foilows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
conference that all the capital stock of pri- 
vate corporations should be fully paid either 
first, in lawful money, or second, in proper- 
ty of the actual cash value of the amount 
of the capital stock. And that in all private 
corporations with a capital stock issued in 
excess of the amount actually paid up as 
above provided, the shareholders shall be 
liable to the extent of twice the face value 
of the stock held by each. 
T. S. SMITH of Texas, 
Ee. C. CROW of Missour!. 

Attorney-General Davis of Arkansas then 
took the floor to discuss the report. 

Mr. Davis in concluding his speech, re- 
flected upon Gov. Shaw, on account of his 
speech de ivered Wednesday. 

The report and supplementary resolution 
were unanimously adopted. 

Attorney-General Campbell of Colorado 
moved ot the chairman appoint a com- 
mittee of five who ehall draft a bill, em- 
bodying the provisions recommended Dy 
the Committee on Resolutions, this bill to 
be submitted to the Governors of the States 
represented, who will be expected to rec- 
ommend the bill to the Legislatures of their 
States and to the Governors of other States. 
Mr. Heifner of Washington thought tne 
object desired would be attained if the reso- 
lutions be sént to the Governor of each 
State, leaving each one free to have a bill 
drawn by his Attorney-General. He said 
the conatitutions of ali the States were nut 
alike and the same bill would not be valid 
in all States. The motion was lost. 

Gov. Jones moved that the thanks of the 
conference be extended to the management 
of the hotel, the citizens of St. Louis and 
the press for courtesies and kindness shown 
the visitors. Thanks were then exiended 
to the chairman and secretary. 

Attorney-General Smith suggested that a 
copy of the resolutions be sent to the Gov- 
ernor of each State. 

Gov. Sayers, in a neat speech, thankcd 
the members of the conference for their 
kindness in responding to his invitation to 
meet him in St. Louis. 

He said the Governors of €0 many States 
had never met before with such a purpose 
and he thought the conference a notabie 
one, 

He referred to the insinuation of Gov. 
Shaw, and denied that he had sought, in 
calling the conference, to advance the in- 
terests of the Democratic party. 

The conference then adjourned sine die.

AT THE EVENING SESSION. 


Devoted Chiefly to an Address by Gov. 
Pingree of Michigan. 

The evening session was short. The 
Committee on Resolutions, through its 
shairman, Gov. McMillin, reported that it 
would require more time tn which to form- 
ulate its report. Monroe McClurg, candi- 
date for Attorney-General of Mississippi, 
asked leave to introduce, in the form of a 
resolution, the anti-trust law of his State. 
It was referred to the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. Gov. Savers requested Gov. Pin- 
gree to deiiver the address promised for 
the evening. 

Gov. Pingree read his address from manu- 
script. It was largeiy devoted to a review 
of the conference at Chicago, and a com- 
parison of the views expressed by Bourke 
Cockran and William J. Bryan. Their 
speeches, he said, — ¢ be called, respec- 
tively, the defense and indictment of trusts, 
In part he said: 

‘The trusts could hardly have chosen a 
better champion than Cockran. Bouquets 
were thrown at labor in Cockran’s speech, 
the idea being to create the impression that 
warfare on trusts meant warfare on union 
labor. Cockran failed to show where trusts 
had lowered prices any more than enough 
to preserva monopoly. The structure of his 
argument was well built, but it would fail 
because its foundation was on sand. Phi- 
losophy is all right, but it should be kept in 
the school. 

‘The trust is a monstrous commercial de- 
formity. It has no conscience. There are 
no good trusts. Human nature makes such 
things impossible. lt will not raise wages 
if it is not compelled. It cannot be com- 
pellied if it is the only employer. The com- 
plaint is that the trust concentrates wealth; 
destroys equality of opportunity. Let us 
face real conditions. The evils of.the trust 
are inany. It raises prices arbitrarily, while 
the product is poorer. It drives the small 
manufacturer out of business and causes 
the farmer. to seil at its own price. It treats 
man as an industrial slave, and thus saps 
the strength of our democratic citizenship. 

‘The remedy is what we are now seeking. 
The Chicago conference brought us nearer 
to that point. The press has treated the 
conference with some sarcasm because 
more was not accomplished, and I believe 
that the opponents of trusts wiil be wise 
to be prepared to battle with an antagon- 
istic press."’ 

Gov. Pingree enumerated the 16 reme- 
dies suggested at the Chicago conference. 
They included a Federal law, prohibitive 
of monoplies, the removal of the protective 
tariff on articles manufactured by trusts, 
a uniform State law, municipal ownersaip 
of quasi-public monopolies and Government

ABANDONED HIS WIFE 


—— 


ALEX. BELLEVILLE PUT HIS 
EIGHTH IN THE ALMS HOUSE. 


When Alexander Belleville of East St. 
Louis coolly led his eighth bride, in the 
person of Miss Mary Tesson of St. Louis, 
to the hymeneal altar last spring and 4as- 
severated that he would love, cherish and 
protect her until death should put them 
asunder, he was probably not figuring on 
Mrs. Belleville appearing before a justice 
of the peace after the lapse of only a pe- 
riod that ordinarily would be called the 
honeymoon and swearing to an allegation 
that charges him with wife abandonment. 


And yet that’s the very thing Mrs. Alex- 
ander Belleville did in Justice Driscoll’s 
court on the East Side Wednesday after- 
noon. 

An aggravating feature of the case Is 
that Mrs. Belleville is said to have been 
an inmate of the St. Clair County Poor- 
house since Aug. 15, the period at which 
she says her Alexander abandoned her. 
The worst of it is her statement that when 
Mr. Belleville applied to Supervisor Touch- 
ette of Centerville Township for an order 
to commit his wife to the almshouse he 
gave her maiden name to the Supervisor. 

“Of course, I had serious objections to 
heing consigned to the poorhouse by my 
husband, but supposed of course there was 
nothing irregular in the proceedings, Mrs. 
Believile said to the —yT “When I 
learned yesterday that was an object of 
charity, under an assumed name, then |] 
determined that Alexander should suffer 
for the wrongs he has perpetrated. 

Justice Driscoll issued a warrant for the 
arrest of Belleville, but the process had 
not been served at iast accounts. 

The woman's next step after securing 
the warrant was to apply to Supervisor 
Wheeler of East St. Louis for an order 
returning her to the County Farm. 

Mr. Wheeler refused to comply with the 
request on the ground that she was not a 
resident of his bailiwick and that anyhow 
Mr. Belleville is steadily employed at the 
Tudor Iron Works and supposed to be earn- 
ing wages that should preclude the idea of 
his sending his family to an almshouse.

PARIS, Sept. 21.—The Journal Official 
Publishes the decree granting pardon to 
Dreyfus. In a report preceding the decree 
the Marquis de Gallifet, Minister of War, 
points out that Dreyfus has already under- 
gone five years’ deportation, but that as 
the law does not assimilate his deportation 
with seven years’ solitary confinement, the 
prisoner would have to undergo ten years’ 
detention. 

The Minister also calls attention to the 
fact that the health of the prisoner its seri- 
ously compromised, and that he would not 
be able without great danger to undergo 
prolonged detention.

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MONSIEUR GUERIN. 


At 4 o’clock Wednesday morning Monsieur Guerin surren- 
dered. 

Wh» is Monsieur Guerin? He is a hero—the hero of the 
Rue de Chabrol, the man who, with 14 valorous comrades, 
endured a six weeks’ siege and defied the power of the French 
Government, 

Monsieur Guerin ylelded to superior force; therefore his 
honor is unblemished. He had discretion, which is the better 
part of valor. 

Even Monsieur Guerin could not hope to vanquish the force 
brought against him. So just before the charge was to be 
sounded he laid down his arms. 

Against the little band of patriots a tremendous power was 
about to be hurled, to wit: A general of division, a prefect 
of police, 1200 mounted gendarmes, 600 policemen on foot, 150 
firemen with five engines belching steam and smoke, three 
hook and ladder companies, bicyclists, clubmen in evening 
dress, deputies, cditors, market women, cabmen and gamins. 

The general gave an order in a muffled voice. The colonel 
repeated it to the first captain and he to the next, until it 
reached the last, who shouted Attention! Then Monsieur 
Guerin poked his head out of the window and shouted “A 
bas,"’ a lot of things. Then he opened the door, stood proudly 
forth and said: “I surrender, not because I fear for myself, 
but because I will not fire upon the soldiers I love.” 

Then he rode away to prison between two gendarmes, 
proudly conscious that he had given Paris one of the best 
shows on earth, 
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Another faithful officeholder, Assistant Postmaster General 
Heath, brings comfort to the Administration. He has the 
news that President McKinley is regarded by the subjects 
of Canada everywhere as the greatest chief magistrate the 
United States have ever had.

SPORTING CARNIVAL, 


EVERYTHING IN READINESS FOR 
IOUISVILLE’S BIG EVENT. 


MANY SPORTS ARE EXPECTED. 


Severa! Fi-ce Harness Races and Live- 
ly Frize Fights Scheduled to 
Take Placc. 


Bpecia’' to the Post-Dispatch. 
LOVISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 21.—Louisville’s 
big sporting carnival begins next Monday 
and ends the following Satwwrday. 
There will be six days of harness racing 
between the greatest trotters and pacers 
in America, and four prize fights with the 
championship hanging in the balance of 
each. The Louisville Driving and Fair As- 
sociation and the Louisville Nonpareil Ath- 
letic Association have combined to make 
this the biggest week in the history of the 
city, and there is every indication that their 
efforts will meet with the unqualified suc- 
*ess that they deserve. 
Harness racing in Kentucky, the home of 
the trotter, has rapidly increased in the 
past few years, and Secretary Kenney of 
the Driving Club expects a crowd of from 
25,000 to 30,000 for the opening day, when 
the rich Kentucky Matron Stake for 3-year- 
old trotters’ is to be contested. This race 
is worth $7000 to the winner, and every good 
colt and filly from Maine to California is 
ready to battle for the rich prize. 
On the same day the association has card- 
ed the Commercial Club Stake, in which 
for the first time this year the great Buf- 
falo mare, Lady of the Manor, 2:04%, and 
the Ohio stallion, Halm B., 2:04, will meet 
the best pacers of the year. The offerings 
for this day alone amount to the princely 
sum of $10,800. Never before in the history 
of the sport has euch money been set aside 
for the harness horse. Already the local 
trotting track is alive with the best trot- 
ters and pacers in the land, and before 
next Saturday night over 700 horses wil 
be quartered here. Secretary Kenney is 
making arrangements for additional stable 
room at the Thompson and Jockey Club 
tracks (which adjoins the  locai club's 
grounds), for there has never been such 
a demand for accommodations. 
More talk has been caused by the pugil- 
istic bouts than over any fistic contests 
ever pulled off in the State. Joe Choynskl, 
the California heavyweight, and Jim Hall 
of Australia, the conqueror of Fitzsimmons, 
will, on Monday night, fight 20 rounds for 
the light heavyweight championship of Pre 
world. Both men have world-wide repu- 
tations, and are known to be the cleverest 
exponents of the fistic art in America. The 
reliminary for that night will be between 
im Watts and John Larue, both of this 
city, for the middleweight champlonship 
of the South. Larue recently received a 
decision over Watts, and the ‘Pendennis 
Pet” is eager to wipe out the stain on his 
pugiiistic reputation. 
On the following Friday night, Sept. -29, 
Charley Burns of Cineinnati and George 
Pierce of New Orleans will contest for 20 
rounds for the welterweight championship 
of the South. Both are well-known pro- 
gressive fighters, hard punchers and capa- 
ble of withstanding a world of punishment. 
The preliminary to this fight promises to be 
the most hotly contested ‘‘go"’ ever seen in 
this city It will be between “Freckles” 
M'’ Brien, one of ‘““The Duffy Kids” of New 
Orleans and “‘Kid"’ Hennessy of this city, 
»opularly called ‘“The Pride of Limerick.’’ 
hey will battle for the bantamweight 
championship of the South, at 115 pounds at 
the ring side. Hennessy has defeated all 
his opponersts, and is the most popular box- 
er Louisville ever produced, but in O’Brien 
he ‘will meet the toughest customer he 
ever faced in the prize ring. 
The boxing vontests will be held at Music 
Hall, which has been oqpostanly fitted up 
for the occasion, and wiil seat about 4000. 
There are 2 private boxes about the ring, 
each with a seating capacity of five per- 
sons, Tne other seats radiate from the 
ring side, which is in plain view of every 
seatin the hall. The demand for seats has 
been unprecedented, and Music Hall prom- 
ises to be packed to the doors each night.

The Chicago Trains Got Through All 
Right, But St. Louis Trains Were 
Defiected Many Hours. 


The Post-Dispatch is in receipt of several 
letters fromreturning travelers comp.aining 
of railway service between Eaétern cities 
and St. Louis during the first half of Sep- 
tember. A summary of these letters and 
of verbal complaints mace at ths office 
show that the most aggravated cases of de- 
lay occurred between the 2d and &th of 
September, and were principally on the 
roads running via-Cleveland, ©. Also in 
these letters is again made the old com- 
plaint that St. Louis is being discriminated 
against in favor of Ch cago. From the 
communications the following, which was 
received from a prominent business man, 
is selected because of the detailed informa- 
tion he gives: 

To the FAltor of the Post-Dispatch. 

“Knowing how hard you will t¢ht for 
the city of St. Louis, and also belicving 
you have the largest circulation in the 
homes of its citizens, | want to ask yo 
help to right a wrong that is be'ng Jone this 
city, that makes us seem ridiculous in the 
minds of our more progressive neighyors, 
and Dy agitation wiil be sure to be of Jast- 
ing benefit, not only to vur citizens, but 
10 those unfortunateés, who, believing in us, 
are lured by flaming advertisements to “Go 
West” via St. Louis, but who, as in «2 care 
yesterday, found we are about 20 vears be- 
hind time. I give you the facts us I have 
found them, and you can take your own 
way of curing the evil. 

“As you are aware the through trains 
from New York and Boston are «dvertised 
as having dining cars, and making the trip 
from the above po ‘nts in 29 or W hours f:om 
New York and 30 to 31% hours from Boston, 
through cars, and dining cars on all through 
trains, being modern service to St. Louls, 
the same as Chicago enjoys. Now for the 
facts. With a party of St. Louisans, al- 
most filling the sleeper, that left Boston 
at 10:30 a. m. Tuegday, the Sth, inst., be- 
cause the train was 55 minutes late at Cle- 
veland, our car was left in the nolsy sta- 
tion, with cattle and poultry cars, for three 
hours, and then attached to a day tran 
for Indianapolis, to remain there for five 
and a half hours, waiting for the next 
through train. We were called up at 5:46 
a. m, in Cleveland to take a station break- 
fast, as we would have no more dining car 
on the trip to St. Louis, but had to take 
dinner at a small, -cent restaurant at 
Rellefontaine, and supper at a_ railroad 
station in Indianapolis, and while eating 
that our car was sent out to the rativoad 

ards. At the end of 46 hours, instead of 

1% hours, we arrived in St. Louis, being 
an hour late on the second” through” train 
to which we had been attached—so much 
for 8t. Louls passengers. 

The Chicago car, although late at Cleve- 
jand, was sent right through to destina- 
tion, dining car and all, it may nave ar- 
rived on time, but certainly was not more 
than about an hour late. 

“This result on our train 
exceptional one, for I was informed ours 
was the fourth time the train had been 
sidetracked consecutive mornings—and nwo 
accidents causing delay. 

‘If business is so heavy, trains should 
have better engines or run in two sections

Stranger Who Shot Himself in the 
Scuffie Declares That His Mo- 
tive Was Not Robbery. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—Both Walter Law- 
ton, who yesterday assailed Cashier Fred- 
erick J. Filbert, cashier of the- Palatine 
Bank of Palatine, and his victim will die.

AUTHOR OF THE LAW, 


THINKS LICENSE ISN'T A TAX. 


Attorney-General Crow Has Received 
the Papers From Commissioner 
Brady in the Case. 


The friends and champions of the anti-de- 
partment store bill were all at sea Thurs- 
day morning. The injunction against Li- 
cense Commissioner Hugh J. Brady by 
Judge Zachritz, Wednesday, at the instance 
of all the big St. Louis” establishments, 
came like a thunderbold out of a clar sky. 
No one of those who are arrayed against 
the department stores seemed to know 
what step was to be taken next. 

Representative John G. Siate, of Morris 
County, the author of the bill, was in the 
city having come here to attend a dinner to 
be given by the Missouri Mercantile Asso- 
ciation Thursday night. He confessed that 
he had not outlined a plan of procedure to 


offset the injunction and irsure the enforce- 
ment of the law. iksut he sweeps aside 
arguments with smiles and gestures and is 
we.l satisfied with the situation. 

“Why, these temporary injunctions are 

springing up like mushrooms all the time,”’ 
he said to the Post-Dispatch Thurscay 
morning. “They don’t mean anything. 
‘hese constitutional lawyers are ail wrong. 
They think they are pretty slick, but they’re 
not. In the first piace they have lost sight 
of the difference between a tax and a lhi- 
cense, The word tax is not mentioned any- 
where in my bill. The bill does not provide 
for the levying of a tax, but of a license 
fee. Consequently the citations they make 
do not apply at all. 
“Another thing, they say, is that the bill 
is unconstitutional, tecause it delegates au- 
thority to the commissioner to fix the 
amounts to be paid for licenses. Now, this 
very same power is being granted to county 
courts all the time. This is most frequent- 
iy done, because of saloon licenses. The 
County Clerk can, if he so desires, exact 
a larger license from one saloon keeper 
than from another. That has never been 
declured unconstitutional. 

“They make a point, too, that the iaw Is 
inoperative because it applies only to stores 
where 15 or more persons are employed. 
As I see it, that's all right. A man who Is 

and 7 months old can’t vote, 
» cun do so five months later. Nobody 
ever sald that was chass legislation.”’ 

Hiere Mr. Slate's eloquence halted and he 
closed the interview with the remank: 
“These department stores are too big, any- 
way. A store with an elevator in it is too 
tall. They ought not let a man bulld a 
store more than two stories high.”’ 

Attorney-General Crow says he has not 
taken any steps toward combating the in- 
junction. 

When seen at the Planters’ Hotel Thurs- 
day morning he said: 

“I do not know as yet what part I shal! 
play in this litigation or whether it wil] be 
a part of my duty to enter it. Mr. Brady 
simply handed me the papers in the case 
and asked me to look over them. I have not 
done so yet."’

AN APPEAL FOR MISSIONS. 


Reports on the Hospitals, Schools, and 
Discussion of Support for the 
Smaller City Churches. 


The second day’s session of the St. Louis 
Baptist Association’s annual meeting was 
characterized by a large attendance. Every 
pew in the Water Tower Church, where the 
convention is being held, was filled when 
the moderator opened the exercises. 
John R. Williams, representing the St. 
Louis Baptist Hospital, delivered the initial 
He spoke at length regarding the 
work done by the institution during the last 
vear. He was followed by Messrs. Eugene 
Dilland L. M. Hall, who declared the hosP!- 
tal was now accounted one of the foremost 
i e city. 
Orhe success of the Missouri Baptist Sanli- 
tarium was dwelt on by Manly J. Breaker, 
J. H. Roblee and George E. bkegger. 
After a short devotional service, which 
was led by several of the ministers pres- 
ent. Mr. T. O. West, secretary of the 
State Missionary Society, read a report. 
The subject of State missions formed the 
chief topic of discussion. Secretary West 
believed. be said, that no Baptist chureh 
in Missouri was so poor as not to be able 
to give the missions some financial support. 
He said it was the motive, not the amount, 
which counted in the eyes of God, and he 
drew a picture of the poor woman who 
gave her penny. 
4 Mr. J. W. Stewart of St. Louis was the 
next speaker. “I believe,” he said, ‘‘that 
each of us should resolve to give so much, 
he it ever so small. I recollect an instance 
where a church was built upon contribu- 
tions of ony 5 cents a —e from each 
e! sr of the congregation. 
— << Dr. Ford did not fully agree 
with Mr. Stewart's opinion that contribu- 
tions should be expected from every Bap- 
tist Church. He knew of cases in which 
the congregation barely existed. He said 
it was faith and the love of Jesus that Kept 
them up and he did not think it right to in- 
sist on their donations. Still, he thought 
come churches were derelict in this respect 
and he would favor any system that would 
induce them to take a strong lnterest in 
er N. Boey, home missionary for 
eolored Baptists of Missouri, made a 
talk relative to the progress being 
made by the college at Macon, Mo.
